On a somewhat unsettled October day, Tuesday the seventh, 

idley was favoured by an informal visit by their Excellencies, 

The Governor General and Mrs. Michener. Although only on 

the grounds for a few hours, Their Excellencies left a deep and 
highly favourable impression upon the entire school. 

At precisely 11:30 the Vice-Regal party arrived at the gates 

of the School where Their Excellencies alighted from the car 


and proceeded on foot along the lines of Lower School boys 
assembled on either side of the driveway. As Their Excel- 
lencies left their limousine in the circle in front of School 
House they were greeted by the Headmaster and Mr. B. B. Osler, 
President of the Board of Governors. They then proceeded 
across the circle where Lt. Col. Iggulden was presented before 
His Excellency mounted the podium to receive the Royal Salute. 


He then inspected the Guard of Honour — and how impressive 
the boys looked in their new uniforms and how well the band 
played for such an early parade — flowers were presented to 
Her Excellency by David McDonald of Sao Paulo, the youngest 
boy at Ridley, and a brief tour of the Upper School began. 
Mrs. Guest, acting as official hostess for the day, Mr. Guest, 
the Aides-de-Camp, the Headmaster and Mr. Osler led Their 
Excellencies to the Chapel where a choir rehearsal was in pro- 
gress, to the Matthews Library, through the main corridor of 
School House and on to the Headmaster’s Residence. Here, at a 
brief reception, members of the Board of Governors and their 
wives were presented to Their Excellencies. 

On their way into luncheon in the Great Hall, Their 
Excellencies met the School Prefects who joined them and the 
Board members at the Head Table for a fine luncheon. His 
Excellency spoke briefly to the School at the conclusion of the 
meal on the role of the Governor-General in contemporary 
Canada and granted the boys a holiday in honour of his visit. 
The presentation to the School of a photograph of Their 
Excellencies followed; in turn the Headmaster presented His 
Excellency with a Headmaster’s tie and a History of the School. 

During the serving of coffee in the residence of Mr. 
Shipley, the Dean of Residence, members of the Upper School 
teaching staff were presented to Their Excellencies. The Gover- 
nor General and Mrs. Michener then returned to the Head- 
master’s Residence for a brief rest before leaving the school to 
pay an official visit to City Hall in St. Catharines. As the 
Vice-Regal car left the grounds, intermittent stops were made 
so that His Excellency could view the various football and 
soccer teams at practice; the School had returned to its regular 
routine. 

The visit of Their Excellencies was planned as an informal 
one and the mood was relaxed as the School greeted the 
distinguished visitors. It is hoped that on some more formal 
occasion, such as Prize Day, Ridley may again have the privilege 
of greeting Their Excellencies at the School.

Edmund Hallcroft Miller Burn 





Ed Burn was born and educated in England. His university 
career was terminated by service in the Second World War in 
the R.A.F. in which, as a Flight Lieutenant, he was a navigator- 
gunner in night fighters. At the end of the War, he married 
Constance Challoner, a Canadian, and the young couple moved 
to Canada. Ed obtained a position on the staff of St. John’s- 
Ravenscourt School in Winnipeg and in 1951, the Burns 
came to Ridley to stay. It was Ridley that became home and 

family to them and to their two children, Patricia and Peter. 
a) Ed taught Geography in the Lower School and coached 

games there as well as cricket in the Upper School. In 1961 
he was appointed Housemaster of East House (now Mandeville 
House) and Assistant to the Headmaster, and in 1967 he was 
named Assistant Headmaster of the Lower School. 

Ed had two consuming interests — Ridley and cricket. 
He was, to name some of his official positions, President of the 
St. Catharines Cricket Club, President of the Hamilton and 
District Cricket League, Captain of the All Ontario XI and a 
member of the Board of the Ontario Cricket Association. 

On October 22nd, this career of service and dedication 
was abruptly and cruelly terminated by an automobile accident 
which took the lives of both Mr. and Mrs. Burn. ‘The stark 
announcement of this loss was so shocking to many of us that 
for days, we could not shake off a feeling of complete unreality. 
Even today, as I struggle with this, I half expect to hear Ed’s 
step and cheerful hum as he passes through the front hall; 
those passages I so often interrupted by hailing him for a word, 
a chat or a discussion on every manner of thing connected with 
Ridley. Ed was the perfect confidant and sounding board, 
sometimes helpfully critical, of thoughts and views. We both 
took a special interest in the practical developments of the 
school and he put his dexterity and imagination to use in 
sketching and devising ingenious plans for improving or expand- 
ing our plant and equipment. 

I do not need to tell Old Boys who knew him of his 
capabilities, and I imagine that even those of you who have 
only known him outside the Lower School must have sensed his 
gifts. Ed Burn’s discipline was seemingly stern and, one would 
have thought, unbending; and, yet, he rarely had to resort to 
punishment, and his classes produced not only hard work but 
frequent bursts of cheerful laughter. In one of several un- 


solicited contributions for Acta a young author wrote the 
, revealing lines: 

Today I think of one all have lost 

Always helping, always careful, 

Always smiling, always fair 

It was not, of course, only in the classroom or on duty that 

Ed Burn showed his fitness for his career. Ed was a superb 
athlete. To see him play soccer, which he did about twice a 
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year, was a delight; and, of course, his prowess as a bowler, 
batsman and strategist on the cricket field was known all over 
Ontario and, in fact, in many other centres of Canada, and 
Bermuda as well. His knowledge and enthusiasm for sport 
and sportsmanship made him an ideal coach and, despite the 
fact that he never played the game, he was remarkably successful 
in producing Canadian football teams. Each year I would ask 
him, early in the fall, of his prospects. The answer would 
include a roll of the eyes to heaven and comments in which 
words such as “clods” were not uncommon. But, each year, 
there would develop a team which, while not always a winner, 
was able to acquit itself manfully up to the limit of its ability 
and up to the last whistle of the last game. In between coaching 
football and cricket, he managed to find time to coach boxing 
and squash racquets and even hockey. Whatever the sport, those 
who played for Ed Burn learned to give of their best and, above 
all, to control their tempers and, in a modern phrase, to keep 
their cool. 

Such a man could not help but be an outstanding school- 
master. Physically strong and vigorous and with a warm, 
outgoing personality, he was a man of uncompromising integrity 
and loyalty. Small wonder, then, our sense of loss and shock. 
Again, I will call on a boy’s thoughts: 

Then one day we turned 
around and he was gone. 
Why did he leave?

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Connie Burn was as much a part of Ridley as her husband. 
She contributed to the school in many ways and was devoted 


to Ridley and to the boys. Always present on the sidelines 
during Football, Hockey and Cricket games, she took a keen 
interest in every aspect of school life. 


For as many years as she was at Ridley, Connie was a 
member of the Chapel Guild. She took a special interest in 
the costumes for both Upper and Lower School Plays. The 
1964 production of Noye’s Fludde, outstanding for its costumes, 
was evidence of her creative and organizational talent. 

Connie was also very active outside Ridley with a number 
of organizations in St. Catharines. She was a Past President 
and Social Service Secretary of the Christ Church Branch of 
the Anglican Church Women, a former leader of the 30th (St. 
Catharines) Cub Pack, a member of the Women’s Auxiliary of 
the St. Catharines General Hospital and an active member of 
the IODE. 

Many will remember Connie for the magnificent work 
that she did for the West St. Catharines Inter-Faith Association. 


Donation of toys, clothing and money were constantly arriving 
at the Burn household and being redistributed to poor and needy 
families throughout the Niagara Peninsula. 

Her cheerful disposition helped to put things into pers- 
pective for all of us. Always ready to overlook faults in 
others, she found praise for their strong points and was a 
constant source of streng:h for boys and staff alike. The school 
has lost a real friend and ambassador.

Old Boys’ Association 
Annual Meeting 


The Annual Meeting of the Ridley College Old Boys’ 
Association was held on September 29, 1969 and at that time a 
new Constitution was adopted. 





The main changes in the Constitution are as follows: 


(a) The name of our Association shall now be “The Ridley 
College Association”. 
(b) Members of the Association shall be 


(1) All Old Boys, Parents of boys (past and present), 
all members of each branch of the Women’s Guild, 
all members of the Board of Governors and all 


masters past and present of the School. 


Any friend (corporation or individual) of the School 
not qualifying under clause (1) who expresses a desire 
to become a member. 


Each honourary life member of the previous Old 
Boys’ Association, the Headmaster of Ridley College, 
and such other persons be they corporate or indi- 
vidual as may from time to time be designated 
honourary members of the Association by the 
Executive Committee. 


The Executive Committee of the Association shall have 
the right to nominate members of the Association for 
membership on the Board of Governors of the School to 
the extent of fifty per cent of the vacancies on the Board 
for any one year. 


(c) 


I therefore, welcome all of you who were not previously 
members of the Ridley College Old Boys’ Association to the 
Ridley College Association with the wish that we shall all be 
working hard for the benefit of the School and its students 
in the years to come. 


We all know full well the tremendous contribution the 
Women’s Guild has made on behalf of the School for many 
years and in no way will their operation be impeded. The rest 
of us in the Association welcome the chance now to work with 
them and will value their experience in producing the end 
result of a better School, which is the aim of all concerned. It 
will also be of additional advantage to the School having the 
male Parents and Staff members exercising their interest in the 
School from within our Association. 

The Association shall continue to be the vehicle whereby 
Old Boys of the School can keep in touch with each other 
as well as being informed of all the School’s activities which 
have been the primary functions of the Association since its 
inception. 

In conclusion, I should like to thank all those who have 
worked for some time on the revision of this Constitution as 
well as the opinions expressed, both pro and con, by many who 
were concerned and interested in the situation and sat through 
many Committee meetings. 


I know you will all join with me in hoping that with our 
new strength we can continue to assist the School in any and 
every way as we have attempted to do in the past.

A Summer in Antigua 


Each summer the Anglican Church of Canada sponsors 
and co-ordinates the “Overseas Work Tours”. Last summer 
sixteen young Canadians were selected to work outside of 
Canada for the summer. Six people, including myself, went to 
Antigua and others went to British Honduras. There were three 
or four times as many West Indians working in Canada, each 
having a Candaian counter-part. Each person who was part 
of the “Overseas Work Tour” was sponsored. The contributions 
came from a wide variety of sources; my expenses were paid 
for by the Ridley College Chapel Fund and The Anglican 
Church of Canada. 

About the first of July there was an Orientation program 
in Aurora for all the people involved, whether they were staying 
in Canada, coming up from the West Indies, or going overseas. 

The three days that we spent in Aurora were most valuable 
to all of us. It gave each of us an insight as to the society 
we were about to enter. None of the six of us that were 
going to Antigua had ever been in the West Indies before, and 
therefore had no idea whatsoever as to what to expect. It was 
an entirely different situation to that of the typical tour'st. We 
were to work with the people as members of their society. 

One of our main objectives was the exchange of ideas and 
cultures, which wasn’t all that difficult once we were accepted 
into their communities. On reaching Antigua our group broke 
into two sections. It took our section exactly five minutes to 
realize that we shouldn’t wear sun glasses and shorts even if the 
sun was blazing overhead and it was 95 degrees.

After the first day of Antigua orientation, we set to work 
repainting the shutters of the church, encouraging the local 
people to join us. Young children were the most ambitious 
and soon were painting the stone work of the church as well. 
Very few of these people had ever worked with their hands as 
free labour because they felt that this was most degrading to 
their character and social standing. Young people sixteen to 
eighteen were soon skipping school to help us. This we dis- 
couraged and soon put a stop to it. 

One of the more rewarding aspects of the summer in the 
form of physical achievement was the erection of a sturdy 
wire mesh fence that will offer protection for the All Saints 
Rectory. 

The people of All Saints Village, where we were for four 
weeks were an entirely different type of people in their outlook 
than the people in another village that was five miles awa 
The day camp that we ran for five days in All Saints wa 
a unique experience. It was the attitude of the children and 
their total lack of imagination that struck me as outstanding. 
Children of ten years old could not visualize a scene and when 
presented with crayons and paper they were totally perplexed. 
They had no experience whatsoever with any creative supplies 


as their economy cannot support as wide an education as we 
North Americans are used to. 

The second day camp that we ran was most rewarding. I 
had learned from my previous experience that these children 
were not at all slow but rather just had had no opportunity to 
develop their imaginations and talents. We were in Willikies 
Village for the last two weeks of our stay, of which we devoted 
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A classroom scene in Antigua. 


one week to the day camp. 

The first day I took my group of fourteen children out on a 
short hike and asked them to look at and describe to me a local 
landmark which they had been looking at for their entire lives. 
By the end of the week they were looking at all sorts of things 
and trying to get the “picture in my mind” so that it could be 
sketched on paper. In one week they had developed a sense of 

wareness of things around them. They were no longer totally 
nterested in “their own little world” alone but were interested 
in “the sugar mill over there on the hill” or “the chair on the 
beach under the palm tree.” 

One thing I learned; for any person raised on the island 
who has not been to the more “affluent” parts of the world, 
there is no such thing as working or moving quickly. Every- 
thing is taken at a nice, slow, even pace. “The other day” can 
mean any time in the last year or two, “Tomorrow” can mean 
sometime in the next week, and an appointment at 2:30 p.m. 
will result in an appearance around 3:30 or 4:00. Life is 
peaceful, calm and unexcited. 

After arriving in Antigua I quickly learned to slow down 
to their pace. The heat can be murderous to our standard 
of work pace and these people know this. We were there to 
work with the people, not for them, or to show them how 
things are done back home. 


The summer was a most valuable experience in human 
relations. JI soon became accustomed to being called “white 
man” by the small children running through the streets, and 
to the unusual (at least to me) title of “teacher” from those 
who were a little older. I learned that the values that we 
attach to life are not necessarily the best. 

Perhaps the most important thing to me was the answering 
of a question that I had been asking myself. With all the colour 
orientated problems of the United States, I was asking myself, 
if I really thought of Negroes as equals. I was in the definite 
minority, in Antigua, and was at first considered a white person 
who could very possibly be just the same as a tourist. To me 
the inhabitants appeared black for a short while but soon they 
were fellow humans who I accepted on personal value, just as 
they accepted me on what they saw in me rather than in my 
colour. 
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It is said that a good team is one which is always improving. 
This feeling is certainly applicable to the First team soccer as I 
look back on our season.

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We started our season by losing to Nichols School in 
Buffalo. After this game, the coach and the old colours were 
afraid, I think, that we were off to another season like that of 
the previous year which was “all individual talent, but no team”. 
Such was not the case, for within a week we just managed to 
take our first Independent Schools game against Saint Andrew’s. 
One week later we proved to ourselves that controlling the 
ball for the entire game without scoring was not going to make 
a successful season. The result of this experiment was a loss to 
TCS of 1-0. 


Mr. Wilson’s words, “to stay alive this team can’t lose any 
more games”, were not taken lightly. After some jockeying 
around of the players and the addition of Robinson to the team, 
we were destined to make up for lost time. We went on to win 
our next four games, defeating Upper Canada College for the 
first time in two years. We then drew to a zero-zero tie with 
UCC two weeks later on the Ridley field. But the champion of 
this league (BRC, TCS, SAC, UCC, Pickering and Hillfield) will 
never be known, as the Ridley game at SAC was not played 
because of snow. However, both Ridley and UCC finished the 
season with one loss. 

This year’s soccer team experienced two steps in the right 
direction. The first of these was attending the All Ontario 
Invitational Soccer Tournament in Newmarket. It was a bene- 
ficial day, not only because of the game time which we had, 
but also because of the chance to see some of the best soccer 
played at a high-school level. 

The second and even greater experience of the year was 
the support which the team received from the School. May I 
say sincerely that I hope this support will continue for all teams 
in the future.

The Video-Tape Recorders 


Last year the School purchased a new type of audio- 
visual equipment — Video-Tape Recorders, which will record a 
television programme with both sound and _ picture. 

The general purpose of the equipment is to record television 
programmes of an educational nature for later showing to 
students. Currently, on several Canadian channels, morning 
programming is almost exclusively devoted to the broadcasting 
of educational TY programmes of excellent quality. However, 
the difficulty in organizing and switching around classes io 
correspond with a TV programme in a certain subject presents a 
nearly insurmountable problem. On the other hand, the re- 
cording of a programme for later viewing by as many as 
four classes is extremely easy. 

Most of the recording work is done and organized by 
several students, under the supervision of Mr. David Mackey. 
Each week the programmes for recording and playback are 
scheduled and then recorded by the students. At present the 
equipment is in use for about ten hours each week. 

Both Upper and Lower School masters are employing these 
machines as teaching aids and it is generally agreed that they are 
a definite educational advantage. 

As well as being used for the recording of educational 
material, the equipment is also being used in other fields around 
Ridley. This fall, the equipment along with its closed-circuit TV 
camera recorded several Upper School football games for later 
viewing by the team. Lower School is currently engaged in a 
fair amount of classroom work with the camera. 

The future? — ideas abound for increasing our equipment, 
along with the suggestion that we actually produce some ETV 
programmes for entry into local competition. At present we are 
only beginning to explore the potential of this exciting medium, 
but the possibilities for use of the equipment are nearly endless, 
and certainly with the general interest in the school regarding its 
use, the future does look bright indeed!

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Loot 


Strangely enough, out of the blue, Joe Orton’s merciless 
indictment of the English system of justice “Loot”, made its 


debut at the Ridley College Theatre (Gymnasum). I heartily 
commend the Ridley College Dramatic Society on a superb 
dramatic portrayal of “Loot”. From a script making few 


technical demands on the actors they produced what the audience 
received as a hilarious and overwhelming comedy. 

The play itself, written in 1966, epitomizes the kind of 
comic-book humour so highly rated some generations back. I 
allude to the somewhat monotonous puns and slightly forced 
jokes which abound in the script and which could be so disas- 
trous, in a lesser production. Amid choruses of genuine, good 
ol time laughter, there are to be found satirical innuendoes 
indicating Orton’s feelings toward certain aspecis of justice, the 
Roman Catholic Church, and a rather barbarian attitude (and 
very questionable respect) held for the dead. Not subtle, not 
overly profound, but nonetheless there. 


It was skilful directing and superb acting on the part of 
all the players involved that made “Loot” the success it was. 
Special mention should be made of the beautifully controlled 
and highly effective acting of Richard Lawrence in the role of 
Fay, the nurse, the one female part in the play. The mood 
created, the timing and presence of the players were nothing 
short of most effective in provoking the laughter that erupted. 

Interesting that the Dramatic Society did not choose some 
other ‘piece de theatre plus literaire’ which I am certain they 
could do effectively. But would such a work be as _ well 
received?

A Note from the 
Director of “Loot” 


The school play this year, Joe Orton’s savage black comedy, 
“T oot”, although well received by the School, did not meet with 
universal approval on the part of the adults present. This is not 
surprising, for the play is a very strong statement, made in 
comic terms, of a number of themes not generally felt to be 
material for comedy. But we need scarcely be reminded that 
Shakespeare himself set us a pattern for ‘black comedy’ in 
“Hamlet” where the gravediggers’ scene has all the aspects of a 
very macabre study indeed of death. 


As director of the Ridley College Dramatic Society I have 
the privilege and responsibility of choosing suitable plays for 
performance before the School and interested friends of the 
School. I have attempted in the past few years to give a wide 
variety of plays to the School; for example, last year’s pro- 


duction of Max Frisch’s play, “The Fire Raisers”, was an 
example of contemporary European theatre with its emphasis on 
aspects of theatre of the absurd and underlying political implica- 
tions. The year before the Dramatic Society presented the 
American classic, “Death of a Salesman”; this was preceded 
by a stock whodunit of the thirties, “The Locked Door”. Next 
year will probably see another type of play again, for I feel 
a strong obligation to present a wide spectrum of genres in 
the theatre so that the boys are made aware of the extensive 
and exciting scope within theatre. 

The choice of a play for presentation at Ridley is not 
easy; with the boys doing the female roles (and it is increasingly 
difficult with the growing sophistication of contemporary teen- 
agers to attract them to the female parts) a large number of 
plays is automatically eliminated; and the problem of muliple 
sets adds to the difficulty as well. I had started earlier in the 
season on a production of Durenmatt’s “The Physicists”, but 
abandoned it because of casting difficulties and the nagging doubt 
of the wisdom of presenting again this year a European play 
so close in style and theme to last year’s effort. 

With the advent of The Living Theatre and an extension of 
the techniques of such people as Artaud and Brecht, the old 
patterns of theatrical presentation, both in theme and production, 
are no longer viable. The media explosion has made exciting 
possibilities for the theatre and at Ridley we must attempt to 
move away from the comfortable, box-set, amateur theatricals 
concept towards an understanding of and experimenting in 
new modes of theatre.

The Origin of Species 


Ridley’s oldest living Old Boy, Billy Wadsworth (1890-93) 
was present at the last Annual Meeting of the Ridley College 
Old Boys’ Association, which was held on 29 September, 1969, 
in Toronto. He is one of the founders of the R.C.O.B.A. As 
indicated elsewhere in this issue, at the meeting in question the 
transition was made to The Ridley College Association.

The “present innovation” referred to above is the clause 
in the new constitution that makes “Friends of Ridley” members 
of The Association. The Reverend Harry Cody, later the 
Reverend and Honourable Doctor Cody, was a member of the 
first teaching-staff of Ridley.
